I  tip  an  iirarv  of  the  gfiieral  crop 
reports  compiled  at  regular  intervals 
pvery  year  by  The  Manitoba  Free 
Press  has  grnerally  heen  confirmed 
by  actual  results  when  the  crop  comes 
to  market,  and  as  a  cohsequence  the 
late.^t  news  from  that  s'jiirce  regard- 
ing the  1920  harvest  will  be  read  with 
interest  and  a'  good*  deal  of  satisfac- 
tion by  the  whole  country.  Wheat 
cotting  has  begun  in  about  one-half 
of  districts  reporting  in  Manitoba  and 
will  be  geheraj  in'  a  few  days.  In 
Albert*  it  wlTI  be  well  under  way  by 
the  middle  of  the  month  and  in 
Saskatchlwan  a  few  days  earlier. 

Manitoba  promiset  to  yield  a  wheat 
crop  equal  to  tAt  of  last  year  and 
will  do  better  in  quite  a  number  of 
districts.  .  I'.xtreme  brat  and  drought 
have  taken  a  jieavy  toll  of  the  wheat 
in  Saskatchewan.  At  no  iMs  dian 
iwrnty  points  out  of  one  hvhdred  and 
thirty  reporting,  it  has  bcth  damaged 
to  an  extent  ranging  from  ten  to  as 
high  as  sevrnty-five  per  cent.  On 
the  other  hand,  however,  nearly  forty 
per  cent  of  the  province  reports  yields 
of  wheat  equal  to  or  better  than  1925. 
1  Wo  third.",  of  thr  crop  r orrrspondents 
in  Alberta  speak  (avorably  of  the 
crop,  saying  in  eonte  cases  tiiat  it  is 

as  good  as  that  of  last  year  and  in  a 
iiiajority  of  cases  that  it  is  better. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
while  rust  and  saw-fly  arc  reported  at 
a  few  points  the  damage  from  these 
causes  is  almost  negligible.  More- 
over, while  some  districts  have 
auetained  loss  from  hail,  on  the  whole 
the  crop  han  not  suffered  from  this 
cause.  In  all  human  probability  the 
Prairies  will  this  year  produce  a  very 
large  i|uanl,ay  of  wheat.  There  is  also 
an  arerage  crop    of    coarse  grains 

which  will  ad'l  very  roiiM  IcLi'ily  t'> 
the  national  pockctbook.  When  the 
ast  gratn-growiaf  ar^  of  the  Can- 
adian Middle  West  proaper,  alt  Can- 
a^  prospers.

They  do  not 
trouble  their  niinda  about  what  will 
happen  i"  tiirm  after  the  racr  of  life  is 
run  They  do  not  worry  about  the 
hereafter.  Sufficient  unto  them  i»  the 
day;  the  morrow  will  take  care  of  it- 
self and  provide,  for  all  their  require* 
ments.  If  they  have  any  religions  coo- 
vietions.  they  are  quite  tolerant  in  their 
attitude  towards  the  religions  Convic- 
tions of  others.  Some  of  them  kill  one 
another,  but  they  do  not  do  that  "for 
the  love  of  their  Creator."  They  kill 
to  eat.  which  is  in  complete  accord 
with  the  laws  of  Nature.  God  hath 
made  them  so.  Therefore  the  philos- 
ophy* of  the  lower  orders  is  more  pro- 
found and  more  rational  than  the  phil- 
iMophy  of  the  so-called  higher  order,

If  man  were  a  completely  rational 

rrpalurp  an/1  wortliv  of  the  apostrophic 
rhapsody  of  the  intellectually  god-like 
poet  he  woald  be  thoroughly  tolerant 
on  ••pititiou"  masters  He  would  he 
content  to  worship  and  serve  his  Maker 
after  the  manner  that  seemed  in  har- 
mony with  ihr  dictates  of  his  con- 
science or  the  convietioM  of  his  rea- 
aon,  and  he  wottM  accord  complete  Ub- 

rrtv  to  all  other  men  to  do  the  same 
thing.  But  proud  and  arrogant  and 
intolerant  man,  from  the  very  begin- 

nins;  of  rerorHp'-l  (inip  ha'  Iipph  inter- 
fering, very  often  violently  and  mur- 
derously interfering,  with  and  striving 
to  direct  the  religious  or  theological 
opinions  and  processes  of  his  neigh- 
bors. There  were  religions  persecu- 
tions before  thp  institution  of  the 
Christian  religion,  there  were  bitter  re- 
ligiotM  peraecvtiona  after  the  eetablish- 
ment  of  the  Christian,  religion,  and 
there  probably  will  ha  religious  pcrse- 
ctitiegg  until  this  vrorTd  is  dieaohrcd  in 
ehaosk 


We  do  a  good  deal  hi  thie  city  to

than  because  of  the  midnight  chimes 
of  Victoria's  clock.  Our  own  eftisens 
have  become  amistomed  to  those 
chimes;  those  within  hearing  would 
not  willingly  dispense  with  them,  and 
we  see  no  reason  whate**  why  they 
should  he  rurtiiled  berause  a  protest 
has  arisen.
